A SOUTHEAST COAST PORT 
IN ENGLAND, June I—Britons to­ 
day claimed the biggest rescue in 
military history as it was esti­ 
mated unofficially that between 75 
and 80 percent of the British Ex­ 
peditionary Force had been pulled 
out of the Nazi-laid death trap in 
Flanders. 
Since the strength of the B E. F 
sent into Belgium at the outbreak 
of wide-open w ar in the west was

T 
H E nation m ust not be misled 
into thinking th at its task is to 
p rep are itself tp defend its vital in­ 
terests a t feorae unknow n tim e in 
the fu tu re when we have m anaged 
to organise the capacity to produce 
4,000 planes a month. 
T im e is not our ally. 
W e lost 
th a t ally of ours, nam ely the tim e 
which dem ocracies need in order to 
muddle through, 
w h e n 
we 
re­ 
fused to lift a 
finger 
to 
pre­ 
vent 
th e 
war 
and when later 
we allowed our­ 
selves 
t o 
b e 
bound hand and 
foot in 
a 
stiff 
and stupid neu­ 
trality. W hether 
all the people of 
th e U n i t e d 
States have real- 
M r. Lippm ann

yet 
or 
not, A m erica already has suffered 
a trem endous defeat. 
It is a defeat 
w hich can be redressed. 
But it 
can be redressed only by enormous 
courage, unflinching sacrifice, and 
the u tm ost lucidity and wisdom in 
our leaders.

H E vital interests of America 
have to be defended now—in 
the next days and weeks—and by 
the m eans now at our disposal. Let 
no one throw up his hands. 
They 
can be defended. 
But first of all the air m ust be 
cleared of the panic which has 
paralyzed us for two y ears—a panic 
born of ignorance of th e strategic 
position in the world, and then as- 
sidously nurtured by native d em a­ 
gogue* and foreign agents. 
I m ean the panic about sending 
our boys to Europe.

has been impossible in this w ar for 
us to raise, train, and equip a great 
arm y and convoy it to Europe. 
But 
th e 
unreal 
fear 
th at 
we 
m ight have to do this impossible 
thing has blinded the m ass of the 
American 
people 
totally 
to 
the 
things th at they have the greatest 
reason to fear. 
And it has in­ 
hibited them from doing the neces­ 
sary and effective things to protect 
themselves. 
T h ere is no time left for the mud- 
dle-headedness which prevents us 
from seeing that American vital in­ 
terests have to be defended now, 
and with the m eans now at our dis­ 
posal. 
This can be none if the backseat 
drivers who have got us to the 
edge of 
the 
precipice 
will 
quit 
scream ing hysterically and will be­ 
have like men. 
T 
H E m eans at our disposal are 
th e imm ense potential resources 
of this hemisphere. 
But these re­ 
sources will count no m ore than 
the im m ense potential resources of 
the British and F rench empires, or 
the im m ense potential resources of 
Russia, or of China, unless we dem ­ 
onstrate a t once that we mean to 
organize these resources and that 
we know how. 
No one is going to b e in the 
slightest degree impressed by blue­ 
prints. prom ises and boasts, neither 
the Allies who will be m easuring 
their capacity to 
resist nor the 
coalition of their enemies who will 
be m easuring their capacity to ex­ 
ploit totally the victory which they 
think is in sight. 
For we must understand at once 
that there are degrees of resist­ 
ance and conquest; that th e degree 
of resistance and 
conquest 
is a 
m atter of the utmost consequence 
to America; and that the task of 
defending th e vital interests of the 
American hem isphere consists In 
acting 
now 
to 
prevent 
a 
total 
catastrophe in Europe and Asia— 
while we insure ourselves as best 
we can against the worst than can 
happen. 
T 
H E only decisive m eans of ac­ 
tion 
imm ediately at our dis­ 
posal consists of the very genuine 
respect which every nation haa for 
our potential power. 
Nobody In Europe respects our 
present military power. 
Nobody, 
to be quite candid with ourselves, 
now respects our capacity or our 
will to m ake ourselves formidable: 
for universally It is believed that 
our public men are intellectually 
lazy and uninformed and on the 
whole not very public-spirited, and 
that as a people we have been soft­ 
ened and corrupted by sentim ental­ 
ity and m aterialism . 
Yet in order to defend our vital 
interesta we need above all other 
things to m ake ourselves respected. 
But this cannot be done by appro­ 
priations and committee*; we are 
dealing with governm ents and peo­ 
ples who will not be deceived by 
the gestures which still deceive us.

W hat are these errors? 
The first is that the defense pro­ 
gram is not based upon the princi­ 
ple of universal service, and it will, 
therefore, be obstructed at every 
turn by private interests and by in­ 
term inable 
negotiations 
designed 
to persuade men to do their patri­ 
otic duty. 
T he second error is that the de­ 
fense program is still being pre­ 
sented to the people by the poli­ 
ticians In both parties as a side­ 
show rath er than as the main busi­ 
ness of our lives, or worse still, as 
a kind of miraculous device for re ­ 
storing norm al prosperity or insti­ 
tuting peacetime reforms and bene­ 
fits. 
W ith this misconception ram pant 
the defense program will not get 
the priority it m ust have over all 
other considerations nor will it get 
out of us all anything like the hard 
work and full devotion which it re­ 
quires. 
T he third error is that the cen­ 
tral organization for leading the 
nation in this undertaking is stilt. 
as 
Mr. 
Hoover dem onstrated 
so 
brilliantly this week, in the primi­ 
tive and am ateurish stage of hydra­ 
headed negotiating and consulting 
com m ittees rather than of respon­ 
sible com m anders equipped with all 
necessary legal powers. 


i i ’E neither shall make ourselves 
VV 
strong eventually, nor make 
ourselves respected imm ediately in 
the crisis which is at hand, unless 
we can pass promptly and without 
lost motion through this fumbling 
period, 
which 
has 
brought 
such 
tragedy to all the other dem ocra­ 
cies. 
The crucial question, to put it 
plainly, is whether—before there is 
irreparable disaster all about us— 
we can prove that we shall not 
m ake the fatal errors of the others, 
and that, therefore, our Immense 
potential power must command im ­ 
m ediate respect. 
This can be done only by com­ 
m itting ourselves to the principle 
of universal service, to the prin­ 
ciple of the total dedication of our 
resources, and to the principle that 
a nation can be armed only by 
leadership and authority. 
No doubt it will take the coun­ 
try and. still more. the politicians 
a little tim e to get over the shock 
of the proposal, and to accommo­ 
date them selves to the novelty of 
universal service and of total dedi­ 
cation. 
B 
U T the third error can be cor­ 
rected at once. 
T he advisory 
N ational Defense commission ap­ 
pointed by the President is on the 
whole excellently chosen. 
In the 
appointm ents which m atter p rim ar­ 
ily, 
Messrs. 
Stettinius. 
Knudsen. 
Hillman, 
Budd, 
and 
Davis 
will 
rightly have the confidence of the 
country and of the in terests they 
m ust work with. 
But it is not clear how far they 
are advisers and how far they are 
executives, and if they ar© wise. 
they will, I suggest, 
take up as 
their very first problem this ques­ 
tion of how the whole program Is 
to be adm inistered and where a u ­ 
thority and responsibility are to 
be centered. 
To do this they not only should 
read Mr. Hoover's speech, which 
is the wisest and most useful ut­ 
terance since the crisis broke, but 
they should invoke his help, be -

cause he understands the problem • 
b e tte r than any m em ber of the j 
commission. 
T hey should invoke his help in 
drafting an advisory report on how 
to supersede the very commission 
of which they

o rder to establish a genuine m u n i-! 
lions administration. 
They will come to this later. All 
experience proves it. 
So as prac­ 
tical men they should

tim e in going through useless mo­ 
tions. and by taking this line they 
will dem onstrate to the knowing 
h ere and abroad th at the Anteri- j 
cans know what they a re doing.

The Lessons Of War 
M 
ILITARY science, the subject of the hour, seems 
teachable only in an atmosphere of blood and j 
violence. Millions of laymen, doomed to take an en 
forced coarse In It every so often, never have been 
able to understand why it should be so. Why. they 
wonder, cannot some of the ghastliest lessons he J 
learned beforehand, thereby averting slaughter? 
Specifically, they do not understand why there 
exists a lethargy amounting almost to reaction which 
prevents military leaders from profiting by their j 
own imagination. In 1914, despite advance knowledge 


Of the Implements with which Germany was pre 
pared to bid for domination, tardy admission of their 
effectuality by the Allies almost gave the kaisers 
War machine victory by default. 
In 1940. despite similar warnings that Germany 
wag preparing to renew its bid with an arsenal of 
new weapons—warnings repeated with monotonous 
regularity for the last half decade—the Allies again 
are fighting at a near-fatal disadvantage. It la hard 
to see why Germany should have had twice In one 
generation 
a 
preponderance 
of 
military 
leaders 
whose terrible visions of the future were regarded 
lightly by their intended opponents. 
And if any American be inclined to believe only 
the British and French lack foresight he ahould re­ 
member what happened to their own Gen. Mitchell 
when he tried to fell the navy department that 
bombing planes had destroyed the classic concept 
of battleship power. 
- Fortunately, this country’s mllitarlats can watch 
the new weapons of the new war in action objective­ 
ly. 
Under President Roosevelt’s guidance an intern 
alfied program of national defense is getting under 
way without delay. It will be spurred by realization 
that if Great Britain and France similarly had ap­ 
preciated the striking power of Hitlerism and pre­ 
pared to resist it in time, the war probably wouldn't 
have started. 
Part of the trouble Hee in the regrettable tendency 
of democracies to demand nothlhg hut reassurance 
from public leaders, theu to blame them for not 
•creaming ‘‘Wolf!’’ when the wolf finally appears. 
.There is alight inducement to be an alarmist when 
Alarmism pay* no premium. That does not explain 
why French and BrttUb militarists should have been 
Surprised twice in the same lifetime by the same 
Srolf.
